2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The specification contains numerous informalities, particularly with respect to 
correspondence between the numerals shown in the figures and those described. The following 
are some examples. 

On page 39, line 8f"416" is inaccurate and should read -414-; in line IsfihQ recitation 
"spring 426 loaded pistons 428" is awkward and confusing, and it is suggested to change it to 
read -- spring-loaded pistons 428 biased by springs 426- or the like; in lines 18-19,'^e recitation 
"spring 426 loaded pistons 428" is awkward and confusing, and it is suggested to change it to 
read spring-loaded pistons 428- or the like; in line 28,'^'416" is inaccurate and should read 
-414-. 

On page 40, lines 8 and 12, "416" is inaccurate and should read -414-. 
Appropriate correction is required.
